1 . (withdraw n througli tlei^Uuu) An golf putter apparatus comprising: 

a. 8 neck putter (200) having an elongated upper putter shaft (205) and an 
elongated lower putter shaft (207); 

b. the upper putter shaft (205) has an upper putter shaft first end (2 1 0), an upper 
putter shaft second end (21 1) and an upper putter shaft length (213) from the upper putter 
shaft first end (210) to the upper putter shaft second end (21 1); the lower putter shaft 
[207) has a lower putter shaft first end (212) and a lower putter shaft second end (220); 

c. a putter head (240) is aflFixed by golf putter and golf head afBxing means at the 
lower puttar shaft second end (220); 

d. the upper putter shaft first end (210) is distal from the upper putter shaft second 
snd (21 1); the lower putter shaft first end (212) is distal from the lower putter shaft 
second end (220); 

e. a neck putter grip (230) means is fixedly received, by inraiovable fixing means, 
>y the upper putter shaft (205) at the upper putter shaft second end (211 ) and by the lower 
>utter shaft (207) at the lower putter shaft first end (212); 

f. the upper putter shaft length (213) is such as to place the upper putter shaft first 
snd (210) in contact with a golfer's neck during the execution of a putting stroke. 

I. (withdrawn tluuugh eletliuu) The golf putter apparatus of claim 1 fiuther comprising: 
a. the neck putter grip (230) means is affixed by golf grip afBxing means proximal 
he upper putter shaft second end (2 1 1 ) and proximal the lower putter shaft first end 
212). 
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3. (withdrawn thr o ugL Llu,U u n) The golf putter apparatus of claim 2 further comprising: 

a. the upper putter shaft (205) and lower putter ahaft (207) are comprised of 
tubular means; 

b. a neck putter second grip (235) means is received by the upper putter shaft 
(205) intermediate the upper putter shaft first end (210) and the putter grip (230). 


4. (withdrawn t hreugh elei^UuJU) A golf putter of claim. 1 further comprising: 

a. the immovable fixing means, fixedly afBxing the vipp&c putter shaft (205) at the 
upper putter shaft second end (21 1) at the neck putter grip (230) means is a grip clip 
means (40) receiving Hhe neck putter grip (230). 

5. (Previously amend e d presented) A putter training apparatas of claim 1 2 further 
comprising: 

a. the grip clip means (40) hinge means (42) for fixedly setting the angular 
relationship (110) between the putter lower shaft (72) and the upper shaft (10). 

6. (withdrawn tlituugli clettiuu) A golf putter of claim 5 further comprising: 

a. the grip clip means (40) has a grip clip furst aid (50) having a grip clip first end 
dimension Dl (52). a grip clip second end (60) having a grip clip second end dimension 
D2 (62) and a grip clip slot (65) having a grip clip slot dimoision D5 (66) where said 
dimension D5 (66) is greater that a putter shaft dimension D3 (54) of the lower putter 
shaft (207) allowiiig the grip clip slot (65) to receive the lower putter shaft (207) 
intermediate the putter head (240) and the putter grip (230); 

b. the golf putter grip (230) has a golf putter grip dimension D4 (64) which 
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lecreases from the golf putter grip (230) most distal )Bx)m the golf putter head (240) 
owaid the golf putter head (240); the grip clip (40) at the grip clip second end (60) or at 
he grip clip slot (65) receives the golf putter grip (230) for a fiiction, clamp or other 
mmovaWy affixing of the position of the upper putter shaft (205) relative to the lower 
jutter shaft (207). 

7. (Currently amended) A method of training a ^Ifer in putting or of putting by means 
sf the golf putter trauiing apparatus of claim 1 3 conq>rising the steps of: 

a. receiving the uppei ' ahaft 10 apparatus (5) at the grip clip (40) via the grip clip 
slot (42) by the putter lower shaft _C2Linteimediate the puttCT head (100) and the golf 
putter grip (75) and moving the opp et shaft (10) apparatus. (5j t o grip affixing means 
contact of the grip clip (40) with the golf putter grip (75); 

b. affixing the angular relationship (1 10) between the putter lower shaft (72) 
and the ttp p er shaft (10) a pparatus (S) b v adjusting the hinge means (42); 

c. positioning the upper shaft first end (20) ia contact with the golfer's neck (21); 

d. training the golfer to execute the proper putting stroke and or making a putting 
stroke by the golfer sensing and retaining the upper shaft first end (20) in contact with 
the golfor's neck (21) throughout the putting stroke. 

Claims. fPreviouslv jiiiuuded 3/18/05 presented^ A nutter training apparatus 
comprising: 

a. an apparatus (S) upper shaft (10) having an sqjparatus tqpper shaft first end (20)> 
a counter weight (22) proximal the upper shaft first end (20); said upper shaft (10) 
having adequate length to contact the side of the player's neck; 

b, an apparatus upper shaft second end (30); grip clip means (40) affixed with 
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hinge means (42) at the qypanitus upp«r shaft second end (30). 

Claim 9. (Previously added yresented'^ A putter training apparatus of claim 8 further 
Gomprisitxg: 

a. the grip clip means (40) receives a golf putter (70) having a golf pvtter lower 
shaft (72); the golf putter lower shaft (72) having a golf putter lower shaft first eaid (80) 
and a golf putter lower shaft second end (90); the lower shaft (72) having a shaft 
dimension D3 (54); 

b. a golf putter head (100) afBxed by golf club head affixing means at the golf 
putter lower shaft second aid (90); a golf putter grip (75) is received at the gplf putter 
lower shaft first end (80); the golf putter grip (75) having a dimension D4 (64) greater 
than shaft dimension D3 (54). 

Claim 1 0. (Previously added presented) A putter training apparatus of claim 9 further 
comprising: 

a. the apparatus upper shaft (10), golf putter lower shaft and golf putter grip (75) 
are generally tubular having a variety of cross sections; 

b. the grip clip means (40) generally comprises a tubular member means (42) 
having a grip clip first end (50) and a grip clip second end (60); 

c. the tubular member means (42) having a hinge means (42) affixed by hinge 
affixing means interaiediate the grip clip first end (50) and the grip clip second end (60) 
at a tubular member means wall (43) at an outer surface (44). 

Claim 1 1 . (Currently amended) A puttw training apparatus of claim 1 0 further 

comprising: 
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a. the hinge means (42) atfixed by hinge affixing means at the apparatus second 
end (30) providing hinge interaction between the apparatus shaft (10) and the grip clip 
means (40); 

b. hinge affixing means may bg^?y formation of hinge leaves via injection 
molding or metal formation £com rigid materials itichidi^g pla$tic$[,] and metals-and 
other cquivali-ul mateiiah; hinge means regarding the rotation of one hinge leaf relative 
to another hinge leaf may be by a bolt received via apertures in the hinge leaf aligued with 
apertures in the apparatus upper shaft (10) proximal the sq^paratus second end (30) and 
secured by a nut or by a leaf structure formed in a generally tubular form which is 
received by the apparatus second end (30) and which has hinge mterconnection means 
relative to a second leaf structure; 

c. the upper shaft (10) and putter lower shaft (72) comprise shaft means and are 
generally formed from a rigid material, tubular in structure formed from plastics, 
composite materials[,] and metal s and ei ther equival e nt m aterials . 

Claim 1 2. CPieviously adde d presented^ A putter tttdning i^paratus of claim 1 1 further 
comprising: 

a. a grip clip slot (65) in the wall (43) from the grip clip first end (20) to the grip 
clip second end (30) wherein the slot (65) has a grip clip slot dimension D5 (66) which is 
greater than a putter shaft dimension D3 (54) and which is sized to receive a golf putter 
shaft (72) intermediate the golfputter head (100) and the golf putter grip (75); 

b. the grip clip slot dimension D5 (66) has a dimension less than the dimension of 
the golf putter grip dimension D4 (64); the grip clip first end dimension Dl (52) is less 
than the grip chp second end dimension D2 (62); the grip clip first end dimension Dl (52) 
and the grip clip second end dimension D2 (62) is sized to receive the golfputter grip 
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(75) 9j)d to be affixed by grip affixing means at the golf putter grip (75). 

Claim 13. (Cuirently amendeiJO A putter training apparatus of claim 12 iiirther 
comprising: 

a. the grip aflSxing means to af35x the grip clip means (40) includes friction fitting 
by the grip clip first end dimension Dl (52) being less than the grip clip second end 
dimension D2 (62) and the golf putter grip dimension D4 (64), proximal the apparatus 
first end (20)_^ being greater than the grip clip second end dimension D2 (62); 

b. the grip affixing means to affix the grip clip means (40) also includes ottter 
&JIWA ufgiippiug iuclwHiig-a spring secured clam shell structure allowing the grip clip 
means (40) to be opened to allow the grip clip slot (65) to receive a golf putter grip (75) 
and o ther similar friction affixing and or clamp affixing structures. 

Claim 14. (Previously adde d presoited) A putter training apparatus of claim 13 further 
comprising: 

a. the apparatus (5) at the grip clip slot (65) will receive either the apparatus shaft 
(1 0) to slide up the apparatus shaft (10) toward the apparatus first end (20) and receive 
and be affixed at the golf putter grip (75) or the grip clip slot (65) will receive the golf 
putter grip (75) and be affixed by affixing means for use in putting. 
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
